In coming to terms with Prague Bonn 
had to acknowledge uot only che status 
quo of 1945 but also that of 16S. 

The declared aim of the treaty is to 
consolidate peace and security in Europe, 
but neither of these is decided in Bonn or 
Prague. Gustav Husak merely’ carries out 
orders from Mr Brezlınev and Wily 
Brandt wus only able to bring his 
Ostpolitik to a successful conclusion 
because it corresponds to the detente 
policies pursued by the West. 

As for the peace and security of 
Czechoslovakia, they are certainly not 
threatened by the spokesmen for Sudeten 
German inthis country, let alone by ghe 
Bundeswelır,

1939 Adolf Hitler signed the decree 
estiblishing the “Protectorate of Bohernii 
and Moravia". This may be considered 
the onset of an imperialist adventure thar 
ended some years later with the division 
of the Germıan Relch und the expulsion 
of the Sudeten Germans from Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

At Czemy Palace, hùrdly a stone's 
throw away fron the Hradcin Castle 
where Hiller put pen to paper, Wily 
Brandt has — nearly 35 years {ater — 
signed the treaty establishing normal 
relations between Czechoslovakia and the 
Federal Republic. 

At long last peace has officially 
returned to ties between Germans and 
Czechs and in this region like others Bonn 
has acknowledged the results of the 
Second World War. 

It was a sad day for thie Sudeten 
German expellees, mary of whom feel il 
to be inexcusable that the preamble to 
the treaty should mention the crimes of 
violence committed by the Nazis yet not 
make a single reference to the crimes 
committed against three millon Sudeten 
Germans, 

Yet the Ostpolitik pursued by 
Chancellor Willy Brandt and Foreign 
Minister Walter Scheel represents no more 
than an admisslon of what other 
governments have avoided saying in so 
many words for years: the adnilsslon that 
Germany lost its.Second World War and 
las had to pay the price. 


Prague treaty still leaves 
Berlin question unresolved 


Giünthor van Well, head of the political 
department of the Boun Foreign Office, 
is to visit Budapest and Sofla to enter 
into negotiations. Once Bonn has full 
diplomatic ties with these two the only 
blank or Bonn’s diplomatle map of 
Eastern Europe will be Albania, 

This is nol, of course, that too nucl 
oughl to be expected of the normalisa- 
tion of relations with Czechoslovakla, 
Wolfgang Misehnick, parliamentary’ party’ 
leader of the coalition Free Democrats, 
has sounded a timely warning that the 
process of normalisation will be accom- 
panied by difficulties, misunderstandings 
and doubts. 

lt is already clear that Czechoslovakia, 
encouraged by Bonn promises lo Polutd 
and Yugoslavia, is going io press for 
low-interest loans umounting to thou. 
sands of millions of Marks, credit 
fucilities of this kind being the only 
practicable form of reparations payment 
these days. 

A further touchy aspect of relations 
with Czechoslovakia and the other 
Eastern Bloc countries is Berlin, Willy 
Brandt and Walter Scheel signed the 
Prague treaty despite the fact that their 
August proviso has not been met und 
there has been no prior agreement that 
Bonu will be entitled to exercise consular 
representalon of both individual West 
Berliners and West Berlin irstitulions and 
legal entities. 

Czechoslovakia has merely agreed to 
talk with Bonn on the subject, basing 
negotiations on the framework provided 
by ihe Moscow agreement between 
Foreign Ministers Scheel and Gromyko. 

According 1o the agreement reached in 
Moscow one prospect is that of direct 
links between courts of law in the Federal 
Republic and West Berlin on the one 
hand and the Eastern Bloc country on the 
other. 

Prague meoted this solution in August 
but it was refused by Born as inadequate, 
The only improvement in the position at 
that juncture is that Prague is now willing 
to discuss the matter of West Berlin court 
procedures with Bonn, ‘In August the 
Czeths were only prepared to diseuss this 
side of the matter with the Berlin Senate. 

Even so, experience shows that the 
GDR will leave no stone unturned in 
Prague or elsewhere when an 0| portunity 
of keeping the Berlin pot boiling arises.

Twice 
a year (hese encounters represent ari 
altempt to review Western security 
policy, the guldelines of which may but 
must not as a result influence the actlon 
taken by Nato and Nato countries, 


There was nevertheless something: 


special about the recent Brussels meeting 
of the Nato "Council. Last spring Dr 
Kissinger, now US Secretary of State, 
volleyed the bell into Nato’s court with 
his call for a new Atlantic Charter, Then, 
this autumn, the Middle Eaşt war plunged 
both America and ita European allies into 
a reciprocal crisis. 

Viewed against the background of great 
expectatlons — Dr Kissinger's Year of 
Europe — on the one hand and renewed 
strain on lhe other, tho two horns of a 
dilemma, one nılght say, the outcome of 
te Brussels talks seems surprisingly 
normal, 

The fresh declaratlon of Nato principles 
may remaln a distant prospect (the 
communiqué talks in terms Of its 
appearance next spring in time for the 
twenty-fifth annlversary of tho founding 
of Nato), but on the other land Nato 
does not appear to be on the verge of 
breakdown, as a number of observers had 
forecast. 

When all is said an done, crises and 
trials of strength for the alliance lave 
been frankly debated in the past, at tines 
being taken as an opportunity to review 
Nato targets, 

With the new Charter in mind the 
fundamental targets of the North Atlantic 
pact remain, according to the Brussels 
communiqué the maintenance of peace, 
the improvement of relations between the 
blocs and, in third place only, the search 
for better guarantees of security and 
prosperity, 

Viewed in the light of Dr Kissinger’s 
April appeal for new targets, Inspiration 
and creative design, the Brussels 
guidelines are sober and circumspect. 

Under the impression made by tle arms 
policies pursued by the Warsaw Pact and 
the Soviet-inspired Arab blltz canıpaign in 
the Middle Fast the enthusiasm about 
detente and disarmament seems to have 
cooled down somewhat, 

Comparison with the Nato conferences 
of last summer and a year ago 
demonstrates the extent to which he 
alliance has lowered its sights. Nato may 
never have stuck its neck out on detente 
strategy — detente has always been 
accompanied by the protection afforded 
by tie deterrent — but to judge by 
Brusseis even the risk of limited detente İs 
to be reduced, or so it would seem.

The Americans are to remaln stationed 
in Europe, ning thelr current 
conventional and nuclear strength, but 
Paris has no irıtentlon of retu to the 
Nato fold or cooperating with the Nato 
Eurogroup. 

France talks in terms of a European 
Union yet does its utmost to forestall any 
Imitation of the Brussels integration 

ttern. There fs talk of common defence 
jut not of a defence community. The 
body that Is to be activated is the Western 
European Union, although two of the 
Nine, Denmark g&nd Eire, are not 
members. 


The Common Market summits suggest- 
ed by M, Pompidou are compared in Paris 
with a European Cabinet. There are also 
calls for a European executive. Yet 
nelther mearıs what it might at face value 
be taken to nıean: a European 
government. 


Sumınlt meetings of European leads of 
govornment have been proposed by 
President Pompidou to procedurally 
contain and defuse {he latest tloplcallties 
of French policy towards Europe, 


They wil link politleally the Foreign 
Ministers convened on the one hand as 
the Commoh Market Council of Ministers 
and on lhe ‘other lo foster polillcgl 
cooperatlon.

They are 
merely to hold consultallons ul work 
out details of European policy individual’ 
ly and at home. 


The Common Market summits are not 
conceived of as the superstructure of 
European cooperation but as ils motive 
force. The principle and methods of 
purely national determination are retain- 
ed, albeit in cooperative form. 


M, Pompidou has not committed 
himself to any speciflc institutional 
arraigement, still less to European 
progress with built-in safeguards ngainst 
setbacks. 


The back door remains ajar, but at the 
same time there can be no denying that 
the front door too has been opened, 
letting in a current of ftesh air, The 
ambivalence of France's new European 
policy remains unsatisfactory y'et it also 
admits of pof progress. 


France has consented fo a process out 
of which its partners may be able to forge 
fresh links towards Integration, Paris 
evidently does noi yet know what it has 
İn mind, It has merely come to realise 
that thıe time has come to forge ahead,

European affalrs, Forelgn Minister 
Michel Jobert’s speech to the Natlonal 
Assembly confirmed the lesson learnt in 
the Middle East conflict that France on 
lis own is not in a position to exert 
Influence or Intemational political 
developments. 


The clıange in outlook regarding policy 
towards Burope took shape last summer 
when Francs abandoned its resistance to 
consultations concerning the declaration 
of Atlantic principles proposed by Dr 
Kissinger. 

France is meanwiule intensively engag- 
ed in talks on thls topie, though 
admittedly the French are sounding a 
warning noto against specifying “partner 
ship," "“interdeperdence,” “consultatlon’” 
and “cooperatfon” between Europe and 
America, experience allegedly showing 
that America does uot stand by sueh 
commitments when a crisis occurs. 

In the wake of the Middle East crisis M. 
Ponıpidou then proposed regular suummlt 
meetings of the Nine. This was followed 
by M. Jobert's Informative November 
srech to the National Assembly and a 
second 10 the Western European Union ln 
whlch he called on Europeans to assume 
responsibility for thetr own securlly. 


His two predecessors Maurice Schu» 
mann and Maurice Couve de Murville 
spoke in similar terms, wllle M. 
Chaban-Delmas called for a "European 
executive.” This is all new, What accounts 
for the change? 


In the search for motives iwo 
longstanding worries of French foreign 
policy recur, the first of which concerns 
the balance of power in Europe.

European Commission who is 
responsible for fuel and power in the 
European Community’, hus suggested hit 
a crisis staff should be formed to deal 
wıtlı the supply of petroleunt in the nine 
countries of the European Community’. 

M. Simonet from Belgium made the 
suggestion at the conclusion of a two-day 
cauference of Eltopean ministers of 
finance, economics and forcign affairs in 
Brussels. 

This crisis staff would work in close 
cooperation with a sub-committee of lhe 
major oil companies (stil to be formed). 
They would join forces to keep tabs on 
the developmerıts regarding oil supplics in 
Europe. 

In addition M. Simonet called fur a 
precise survey of reserves. and oi) 
production as well as guidelines for the 
management of oil . supplies iu the 
European Community. 

Economics and Finance ministers İn the 
European Community are virtually in 
agreement that prîces are bound to rise 
next f and there is a danger of 
unemployment.

Experts believe that all the fisslle 
material required between now and 1983 
has already beernı covered by orders placed 
with American suppliers.

have two important advantages with 
which to approach tlie French. The ultra- 
centrifuge works economically at a 
relatively low capacity, which may be as 
Jow as 2,000 tons of separation por year 
which fs equivalent to 9,000 tons of 
natural uranium. 

The centrifuge sifts from the uranlum 
the rare and fissile Isotope U235 with a 
relatively low energy consumption. This 
is not only 2 commercial advantage but 
also better for the environment, since 
smaller and fewer power stations with 
thelr thermal Influence on alr and water 
are required. 

The French are in fayour of the 
so-callod gas diffusion procedure witlı 
which they havo many years experience 
at thelr enrichment plant in Pierreiatte, 
producing ensiched uranium for the force 
de frappe. 

Experts regatd gas diffusion as an 
outntoded system since İt is more 
expensive and more detrimental to the 
environment than the ultra-centrlfuge. 
And gas diffusion is only of uso for 
relatively large capacities starting at 9,000 
tons of separation for enrichment, which 
corresponds to 40,000 tons of natural 
uranluın. 

The second disadvantage is that the 
French had to build one gigantic power 
station each for the separation of the two 
uranium isotopes 235 aud U238. 

The French seem prepared tO accept 
the detrinental effect on the environ- 
ment of this, namely the heating up of 
the River Rhêöne. 

Since electric power is nore expensive 
all over Europe than for example in thre 
United States the French can only build 
thelr enrichment plant costing about 
11,000 million francs if they have 


negotiated guaranteed sales for its fissile , 


material in advance. These guarantees are 
required, since the French plant is not 
only much dearer than those in the 
United States and the Sovtet Union, but 
its uranlum is also considerably dearer 
than tle fissile materlal produced by the 
ultra-centrifuge. 

President Georges Pompidou realises 
this handicap. And for this reason he is 
doing is best to strike while the {ron is 
hat, But on his recent visit to Paris 
Chancellor Brandt was unable to persuade 
President Pompidou to join the Eurtodif 
Enrichment Club. 

Nonetheless atomic trouble is brewing 
for Bonn.

This means in simple terms 
that the Mark has been derglued against 
the dollar by seventeen per cent.

‘Toxic waste incinerated 
off Dutch coast 


On 11 October the state administration 
signed a contract with Mannheim and 
Bochum firms tirat undertook to analyse, 
the waste, pack it into suitable containers 
and ship it into the North Sea for 
Incineration. 

So far 2,000 drunıs of waste have been 
removed from the Langenselbold dump. 
They ınay be followed by anather 6,000 
or 12,000. No one seems to know exactly 
how nınch remains for disposal. 

Starting possibly in February the 
Langenselbold waste will be incinerated 
on board Ihe Matthias JI under the 
suporvision of 4 specialist seconded by 
the Hesse state govornment.

Work was conducted with a bulldozer, 
as with all post-war projects. The 
bulldozer removers the soil and the

Geologists and technicians then exa- 
mine layer after layer of the hard rock for 
fossils, Each fragment of a shark fin’s 
barb, a coral or lichen-dweller had to be 
removed, wrapped in newspaper, number- 
ed and classlfled, Only efficient organisa- 
tion and neatness produce results. Dozens 
of different fossils are often found in the 
narrow strata on the edge of a trench, 

Collecting projects have now been 
concluded. The finds obtained in the last 
trench are now stored in the Senckenberg 
Research Instinte prior to precise 
identification by means of magnifying 
glass or microscope, 

The fossils, covering fifteen to twenty 
million years of geological history, are 
classifled with the lıelp of the Research 
Assoclatlon, Scien tifle analysis will alow 
researchers to estimate tlie age of the 
Devonian strata with greater precision. 

An interesting chance discovery made 
durlng the fioject is the incldenco of 
strango clay layers between the limestono 
banks. They were initially thought to be 
weathoring strata but microscopic exanıi- 
nation las revealed them to be layers of 
volcanic ash which were deposited oıı the 
bed of the sea that formerly covered the 
Eifel region. 

This was the first imdlication thut the 
Eifel, a typical volcanic region in recent 
geological history up to us recently as 
eight thousand years Agu, was also the 
scene of continual volcanic activity 320 
or 310 nıillion years ago. 

Researchers still do not know the site 
of these volcanic craters that spewed their 
ash over the Eifel sea. They may have 
been situated on what is now the right 
bank of the Rhine. Whatever the cuse, the 
betonite clay formed from the volcanic 
ash provides geologists witlı an importiunt 
yardstick for dating Earth history.

A le scale Eeological research pro- 
0 conducted by sclentists from 
jenckenberg Research Institute and 
Natural History Museum, Frankfurt, 
recently ended after a period of almost 
forty years, 

During this dme the researchers haye 
been systematically exploring the Eifel 
range for fossils in an attempt to discover, 
as precisely as possible, the boundaries of 
varlous geological formations. 

Similar research projects aro still being 
conducted in other parts of Europe. 
Researchers are conducting a systematic 
research for the fossils of amphibious 
sauriuns on Lake Lugano while slate from 
a quarry in the Hunsrlck is being X-rayed 
for traves of past life, 

All these ventures indicale the new 
concept and methods of modem 
palucontology. Researchers are ı0 longer 
satisfied with one rındom And that has 
been picked up somewhere and catalogu- 
ed by u museunt, 

Instead, interesting sites are systemati. 
cally explolted in order to gain as 
complele as possible an idea of the animal 
life at one particular spot or the 
succession of living organisms through 
the different geological perlods. The 
research conducted in the Elfel is part of 
an intematdonal plan to standardise fossil 
classification. 

The Eifel project was begun in 1937, A 
trench several inetres Jeep Was dug in a 
rock formation containing fossils and 
everything that looked like a fossil was 
taken out of the trench wall and 
collected, 

The researchers’ concer for the fossils 
was ıtot due solely to the fact that they 
were a indication of past fe. Tlie 
Succession of certain species and 
commurities of fauna is also the most 
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hundred-metre long ind sixty'-nte tre 
broad hall that was either used as a place 
of assembly or as a store, Archaeologists 
have found a temple enclosed by a wall. 

But the greatest acconiplishment of 
these Celtic builders is probably the 
eightkilometre long city wall which 
stands at a height of eight metres and is 
four metres broad. The fortifications 
were built without the use of mortar, 

From the finds already made the 
Vindelicians must have been small people, 
only 1.60 metres tall on average, They 
kept large ıerds of oxen, pigs and shee 
though, to judge from skeletons found, 
the animals too were smaller than their 
present-day counterparts. 

The town’s artisans were able to forge 
swords and shields and produce pottery, 
As well as the secrets o glass 
production they were well-acquainted 
with the advantages of caslt trading, as 
the discovery of colns in the Oppidum 
Indicates.

In the EEC the Federal Republic is at 
the top of the list with 4,170 dollar units 
per inhabitant, Derrmark 4,050 dollar 
units, Britain, 2,870 dollar units, Italy

To keep a clear head it is essential that 
the members of the commission spit out 
ithe wine, which is a tantalising 
‘experience. 

If three of the (esting commission or 
all of Ihenı agree, the wine receives its 
Pridikat, But if as few as two disagree the 
wine caınot be thus honoured, Up tll 
now about seven hundred million litres of 
German wine have been given a Pridikat, 
indicating their high quality according to 
the new wine laws. : 

The eleven official testing centres in 
„the wine growing states of Baden-Wirt- 
temberg, Bavarla, Hesse, North Rhine- 
Westphalia, Rhineland Palatinate and the 
Saar have exercised thelr judgment in 
almost 135,000 individual cases. 

The varying quality of the two vintages 
1971 and 1972 showed thal the testing 
centres are able to cope with major 
variations and huge wine crops. 

The new wine laws differ greatly from 
those in most other Common Miarket 


countries (except France) by their 
strictness, This has proved itself in 
practice. Wine-growers approve the 


system as sensible and useful and it has 
made a complicated market far easier for

Wine-drinkers have taken seciously the 
system of numbers that the wine control 
office has introduced to designate wines, 
and theso designations, introduced by the 
government with the full participation of 
the wine Industry as a wlıole have quickly 
become widely known. 

Official controls for wine (livided ‘into 
three categories: 

1. Legislation governing vine cultivatlon 
Suurartlees the choice of suitable terrain 
and vines appropriate to the climate and 
type ot soil. 

2. OrFficlal tests of quality are based on 
control of the crop during the grape 
harvest and includes a careful analysis of 
mininum requirements in the various 
grades of quality, Analyses are undertg- 
ken in officially recognised laboratories 
and expert tasting tests carrled out by an 
unbiased commission, 

3. Snap checks on wine offered to the 
public for sale ensure that official 
slipulatlorıs are being observed, 

Offielal tests of quality are the central 
aspecl of the controls belng enforced, 
on Wien 4 wine:grower applies to have lıis 
wine designated with a Prûdikat three 
bottles of the vintage it question „must 
mie senl to the iesting office, Two of 
these mılst be lald down for eventual 
testing after a period of two years, 

On average three or four per cent of all 
applications are rejected or the wine js 
given a lower quality rating. If a wine is 
rejected for a qualily rating it can be 
resubmitted for consideration, It js 
permissible to filter wines and mix 
various wines, to filter off sediment. This 
too among the arts of the 
Kellermelster.
